Washington, December 10.—What 
promises to be the oicial indoor pas- 
time of the senate this winter, the 
heckling of Vice President Dawes, was 
begun Thursday by Senator Pat Har- 
rison, of Mississippi, the chief demo- 
cratic sharpshooter. 

During the performance, the vice 
president sat calmly at his desk with 
this arms and legs crossed and smiled 
down broadly on the Mississippian. 
After the speech was over he issued a 
statement in which he said: 

Dawes Says He Enjoyed It. 

“T enjoyed Senator Harrison’s 
speech very much. His address was 
in good humor, and, so far as I know, 
in good taste.” 

This was the first political display 
of the session and provoked frequent 
gusts of lauguter, even from the broil- 
ing victim in the chair. Dawes made 
no effort to enforce the rule against 
laughter in the senate and allowed the 


renjoyment of republicans, democrats} 


and the honeymooners in the gallery’ 
to have full sway. 

This performance promises to be re- 
peated often-times during the winter 
because of the feeling among many 
senators toward Dawes over the rules 
reform campaign.

BLOGKS TRAFFIC 


Electrical System of 
Trust Company of Geor- 
gia Building Put Out of 
Business. 


The entire wiring and electrical 
system of the Trust Company of 
Georgia building at Edgewood ave- 
nue and North Pryor street was put 
out of business late Thursday after- 
noon and considerable damage was 
caused when sparks, believed to have 
come from the elevators, set fire to 
the insulation of the wires in the 
basement.

An electrician was summoned and

CLAIMS SMUGGLING 
OF RUM REDUCED 


Report Issues Warning 
Against Tendency To 
Purchase Luxuries on 
Installment Plan. 


Washington, December 10.—The 
distributed and genuine prosperity 
which the country now enjoys war- 
rants optimism for the future, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon said in 
his annual report to congress Thurs- 
day. He laid particular emphasis on 
his defense of the prohibition enforce- 
ment campaign which has been con- 
ducted this year with a completely 
reorganized personne] under General 
Andrews. 

There was also a warning note 
against the growing tendency to pur- 
chase luxuries on the installment 
plan. 

Tax Cut Aids Advance. 

“This advance has been aided by the 
prospect of tax reduction and reform,” 
he said. “The program of public econ- 
nomy and public debt payments which 
has been rigidly adhered to during the 
past five years has been a direct con- 
tributing factor to the improvement in 
the credit and security markets.” 

Mellon claimed that the coast guard 
has forced “marked reduction” in 
smuggling, and that under Assistant 
Secretary Andrews’ new organization 
“vigorous action is being taken to 
make the law enforcement agencies as 
effective as possible.” 

The department's policy was de- 
scribed as a concentration of effect 
“against the sources of supply of ille- 
gitimate alcoholic beverages” and en- 
couragement of “local law enforcement 
by states and communities.” 

The secretary expressed the hope 
that thé pubfic’s growing Wabit Sf liuy- 
ing “every conceivable commodity oh 
time,” and “the speculative tendency 
in real estate in some communities,” 
would not undermire business cau- 
tion, 

Mellon warned congress against pro- 
posals to reduce taxes below treasury 
estimates, to increase tax exemptions 
to $5,000 and to retard public debt 
payments.

CHRISTIANS. TAKEN 
IN LARGE NUMBERS 


Turkish Delegates Re- 
fuse To Attend Meeting 
at Which Agent Gives 
Report to Council. 


Geneva, December 10.—Sessions of 
the League of Nations covncil have 
been suspended to permit a final ef- 
fort toward mutually acceptable set- 
tlement, of the Turco-British~ dispute 
over Mosul, 

Meanwhile, the council is examiping 
the possible courses open to it in the 
event Turkey attacks British forces 
in Mosul, following a refusal to ac- 
cept an arbitrary decision of the dis- 
pute. 

In the event of a Turkish attack, 
Great Britain assuredly would appeal 
to the league to influence public 
opinion, if for no other reason. 


Geneva, December 10.—(/)—Atro- 
cious acts of violence, going as far as 
massacre, have been committed by 
Turkish soldiers along the provisional 
frontier of Mosul, in northern Meso- 
potamia, M. Laidner, of Esthonia, 
special League of Nations agent, de- 
clared in a report submitted at to- 
day’s session of the league council. 

The Turks refused to attend the 
meeting, complaining that the Mosul 
affair had gone beyond the powers 
of their mandate from the Angora 
government, which permitted media- 
tion but not arbitration by the league 
of Turkish disputes with Great 
Britain. 

Christians Are Deported. 

In his report, General Laidner as- 
serted that the Turks had carried out 
wholesale depor:ations of Christians 


from the yiiie.es along the Mognl 
frontier as defined at the B 


eating arms, ng peavy Sas de- 
manding women, pillaging uses and 
in some cases taking life, 

During the deportations, the report 
said, the sick were abandoned to die. 
Others perished of starvation or ex- 
posure while the survivors were left 
in an sbsolurely pivielle state. 

The deporta s are continually 
causing fairly serious agitation and 
nervousness aot only among the 
Christians but among the Moslems 
favoring Irak’s claim to Mosul. 

Regarding the 1repor.ed border raids, 
General Laidener found the situation 
was not serious, but resulted from 
mutual tribal quarreling. 

The council made note of the report, 
but took no action on it. 

Tewfik Rushdi Bey, the Turkish 
foreign minister, told the Associated 
Press correspondent today that the 
Turkish delegation would not partici- 
pate in any further meetings of the 
council of the League of Nations for 
discussion of the Mosul controversy.

WORK RESUMED. 

The resumption of work Thurs- 
day afternoon on the Stone Moun- 
tain Confederate memorial—that is, 
resumption of the physical sculp- 
tural activity on the scarp of the 
monolith—is a matter of , genuine 
satisfaction. It was discontinued 
nearly a year ago. 

The new sculptor, Mr. Lukeman, 
stated in the course of the exercises 
incident to the occasion, that the 
central group could be completed in 
two years. 

It is the earnest hope of every. 
one that no condition may arrest 
the work, and that the monument, 
in the fullness of its promise as an 
everlasting tribute to the Confed- 
erate hosts may be completed. 

To complete it, the fund must be 
financed through the sale of the 
memorial coins. 

Thus, in its broadest sense, the 
completed monument will stand as a 
nation’s tribute to the valor of the 
southern army. 

It is fitting that it should be so. 
And in the fact is welded a stronger 
bond of union between all the peo- 
ple of this country. 


ARMY SHOWS FIGHT. 


The report of the secretary of 
war is sensational. Unlike preced- 
ing reports, it throws down the 
gauntlet and tells the president, and 
through him the American people, 
plainly, and without varnish, that 
the national defense act of 1920 is 
imperiled, that the regular army is 
being spread out too thin, that im- 
perative activities are suffering, and 
that the military establishment is 
asked to carry a heavier load than 
it can stand under the provisions 
made for it. 

Secretary Davis defends the na- 
tional defense act as “the first real 
military policy ever enacted by this 
country,” but not functioning as in- 
tended and as it should, thereby de- 
stroying morale and embarrassing 
efficiency. 

It is a public appeal—reluctantly 
made—and a notice that the army 
henceforth proposes to battle 
against bearing the brunt of the 
economy slashes. 

With it—every word an argu- 
ment, and a militant one—the sec- 
retary submits for public consump- 
tion a statement of the whole situa- 
tion, covering all the varied activi- 
ties in the insular possessions with 
which the public is naturally less 
familiar. 

The report deals also with the 
policy of housing—most of the offi- 
cers and men—even officers with 
families—being forced to live, it is 
alleged, in temporary wooden war 
Structures, unfitted tc peace condi- 
tions, and hazardous as to fire, and 
conducive to ill health. 

The report is a barrage of fight- 
ing criticism—something entirely 
new in repogts of this nature. No 
attempt is made to conceal any- 
thing. For the first time the public 
is taken into the confidence of a 
cabinet official, with or without ex- 
ecutive acquiescence, and told that 
which it did not know, and that 
which startles it with its fortified 
revelations. 

There are different kinds of econ- 
omy. Some so-called economy is 
the most flagrant waste, not only of 
money but of efficiency, and of 
Service. The secretary of war

few, however, whose early and wise 
contributions’ were so uneommon and 
stimulative ‘that thew must be recalled 
often and gratefully. . 
Wiliam Markham was one of these 
early comers and builders. Hailing 
from Connecticut, while yet a young 
man he became identified with south- 
ern life and interests. He had the 
sensitive conscience, the unswerving 
energy and the thriftiness of his edu- 
cation and training in a Puritan en- 
vironment; but he also had a genial 
temper, a tender heart and a sturdy 
spirit of loyalty to the worth-while 
people and causes that attracted his 
association. He was ¢ontinually in- 
terested in the commercial, factoring 
and financial affairs of the growing 
city, and added his name to those upon 
the Atlanta honor roll that will live 
in laureled memory as long as the 
city itself survives. 
_Needom L, Angier is deservedly 
listed well to the front among our pi- 
oneers. He was of French extrac- 
tion, coming to Georgia from an east- 
ern state, but quickly adapting him- 
self as men of Gallic blood easily do. 
to the psychology and high social habi- 
tudes of the southern people. He had 
an alert eye for “the main chance” 
and when he had well considered At- 
lanta, he decided it held opportuni- 
ties for him that he could.not afford 
to forego. He not only became a 
leading developer along real estate 
lines, but an authority in matters of 
finance, education and legislation. He 
held the office of state treasurer in 
the aftermath of the War Between the 
States, ina parlous time when tempta- 
tions were almost omnipresent and 
suspicion of the integrity of officials 
in state and nation were ripe, but no 
eye of doubt ever rested upon Need- 
om L. Angier and his honest guardian- 
ship of the people’s treasure stands 
conspicuous in an epoch of embezzle- 
ments, graft and official infidelities. 
_ Another who soon ranked primus 
inter pares, was George W. Adair. 
whose advent: was with the Georgia 
railroad as one of its passenger cor- 
ductors. He had to handle many of 
the migrants who who were making for 
Atlanta as to a Mecca: of Elysian 
hopes. _ \Listening to their confident 
predictions and learning of their proj- 
ects, he sensed the opportunities the 
growing town would soon open. He 
resigned his train service and entered 
upon the development work of the 
city, and it will demand a future chap- 
ter “anpersant” to tell but a_ brief 
history of the ways in which he in- 
terwove his name into the historic 
tapestry of this town. 


Lemuel P. Grant was another of the 
seers who “visioned the invisible” and 
felt the thrill to realize it. The 
author knew no one of those pioneers 
who had a more reasoned and rigid 
faith in the future greatness of At- 
lanta than Colonel Grant. When he 
had helped to complete the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad and estimat- 
ed the strategic position of Atlanta 
thus re-enforced by ready access to 
the great southwestern country, he de- 
termined to spend his life and talents 
to her upbuilding. How unosten- 
tatiously and indefatigably he carried 
through that determination is one of 
the finest chapters in the annals of 
the city. Grant park, his gift to his 
fellow citizens, let us hope will con- 
tinue as his heautiful memorial as 
long as Atlanta endures upon this 
planet. ° 


Clark Howell, the senior of the 
hame so long known and notable 
through three generations of Atlantans, 
came to the vicinage of the new city 
in its early years.

MOLES AND LIVER SPOTS. 


The lesions or blemishes popularly 
known as “birth marks’ are not 
marks at all in the legendary sense 
of the word. No one who has the 
elementary knowledge of embryology 
(the earliest development of the body) 
which every fairly educated child 
should have, can for a moment seri- 
ously entertain the notion of “mark- 
ing” the unborn infant. That. is one 
of the many superstitions which make 
for unhappiness and ill health where 
stark ignorance rules and knowledge 
or enlightenment is suppressed. 

The irregularities of pigmentation 
popularly known as “liver spots have 
nothing to do with the liver or its 
functions. , 

A mole is a small round stain or 
pigmented spot, usually elevated a bit 
above the level of the skin, in some 
instances present at birth, in others 
appearing later in life. The medical 
term for mole is nevus. : 

Most of —. —, wei ma are 
enign and call for no treatment un- 
os hes are such a blemish that the 
individual wishes to have them ob- 
literated or removed. Some of them 


ldo ultimately develop into malignant 


growths, cancer, and for that reason 
it is generally advisable to have moles 
removed, particularly when they show 
certain changes in appearance after 
some years, such as increased pig- 
mentation or color and increased vas- 
cularity or formation of little blood 
vessels in the mole or a tendency to 
uleerate and bleed from _ slight in- 
juries. Such changes, which warrant 
the suspicion of cancer, sometimes 
eceur in a little mole or nevus which

Austin, Texas, December 10.—There 
is a distinct clique of rich men in 
‘Jexas wh» are my avowed enemies.

They have, in- par*:cv:ar, had 
a perfect picnic disregardiag tbe state: 
and federal tiq'tor laws.

But 1 cau se no reason why Texas 
should tolerate a discrimination 
eimply because other states do. I see 
nu cenzson why poor men should go 
to either the state or federal prisons 
beca: se they have liquor. when rich 
men are making the bootleggers of 
the state into millionaires with no 
chanct of punishment. 

There are certain rich men who have 
belonged to che anti-Ferguson clique 
for yeers. And when + made an effort 
to get cony«tions eqr:lized on the 
liquor Cuest.on I found ryseit lacing 
one ot tke most deterndued sources 
nf hate that 1 could have stirred up. 

Last spring when my husband was 
invited to address the Texas Bar as- 
soviation, meeting in Austin. I asked 
hiin then to condemn tte practice of 
ricl. neu Loying liquor tr seléty while 
poor meu Were sent to jau. 

That speech has been entirely for- 
gotter:., though, and my recent preela- 
naticn is pow discredited on the score 
vf “personal animus. 

The prohibition question has long 
teen cne on which little men have 
ridden into office in Lexas. That is 
a matter of record; I’m not drawing 
cn my imagination when I say it. It 
has been a political football. and when 
the federal Volstead act took it away. 
it did not at the same time take 
from these rich men their belief in 
their immunity from prosecution. 

It is a*~matter of record that a 
federal judge in Texas not long ago 
took to task the federal agents of his 
district for arresting poor German 
and Bohemian farmers for possession

1 do not condone them. I do. not 
believe the poor man has any more 
right to be breaking the law than 
the rich man has.

Athens, Ga., December 10.—@Q— 
The compilation of an accredited list 
of men eligible to officiate at thletic 
contests in which southern conference 
teams engage will be among the first 
objectives of the newly formed South- 
ern Coaches’ association. 

Herman J. Stegeman, director of 
physical education at the University 
of Georgia, and president of the as- 
sociation, has announced that a ques- 
tionnaire will be sent to all mentors 
asking them to recommend men whom 
they consider competent to officiate 
at conference games, Those now act- 
ing in the capacity of officials will be 
asked to submit recommendations. 

From these recommendations an ac- 
credited list will be formed and it 
will be to this list coaches will refer 
when selecting umpires, referees and 
headlinesmen. The purpose of the 
movement was declared to be in line 
with ethical improvements sought by 
conference leaders. 

A second questionnaire to be sent to 
coaches will seek a code of ethics for 
the profession. This will include rules 
for directing games and procedures for 
the settlement of any problems con- 
fronting the mentors in their relations 
with each other. 

Meeting one day in advance of the 
conference and at the same place an- 
nually, the Coaches’ association has 
proffered its help to the conference in 
any connection where the athletic 
training staffs are involved.

3 A letter from Robert Jenkins, age 
12, asks me to tell about “the first 
steamboat,” and not “to start with 


Fulton's.” 

I am glad Robert realizes that there 
were steamboats before Fulton’s ves- 
sel made its way up the Hudson. 
Many persons call Fulton “the in- 
ventor of the steamboat,” and let it 
go at that. 

Truth to tell, there were dozens of 
men who tried to make steamboats be- 
fere Fulton did; and several of them 
actually succeeded. 

The earliest trials of a steamboat 

sar to have been those of a 
renchman, Denis Papin. He made 
a\rude form of steam engine long 
before James Watt did. He was not 
the first to design such an engine. 
but his efforts to make a steamboat 
set him aside from other men of his 
time. ,. 

Papin began his series of inventions 
about 250 years ago. His steamboat 
was the great dream of his life. Un- 
happily the vessel he fitted up was 
destroyed: after it had been lenned 
to the Weser river in Germany. 


was brought about by seamen who 
dared it for one reason or another. 


Papin was looked upon as a failure 
when be died, but his great work was 
not entirely forgotten. It helped men 
who lived in MAter years. 

At the time that. the American rey- 
olution broke out, there were men on 
both sides-of the Atlantie who were 
trying to build a_ suecessful steam- 
boat. All sorts of ideas were tried 
out. One of these—used in England 
-—-was to push a boat forward with 
paddles shaped like ducks’ feet.

The failure of Fitch to obtain 
money to carry on his work brought 
his trials to a close. 

Robert Fulton was a clever man. 
and deserves credit for the work he 
did. By using paddle-wheels, and an 
engine made by James Watt, he was 
able to steam up the Hudson, from 
Hoboken to Albany and back again. 
at an average speed of four miles an 
hour.

Atlanta Cotton 
Delivery Market 
Seen in Future 
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Atlanta cotton stocks are now 56,- 
833 bales, and increasing interest is 
being displayed over the prospect of 
Atlanta becoming a large concentra- 
tion market and delivery point, which 
many cotton men here predict it will 
become. 

Commenting on this subject, Asa 
G. Candler, Jr., president of Asa G. 
Candler, Inc., and owner of the south- 
eastern warehouse system, said: 

“Atlanta is not only fortunately lo- 
cated, but strategically located as a 
cotton concentration market. West- 
ern cotton must pass through Atlanta 
in order to reach the Georgia and 
Carolina mills, and Atlanta offers 
these western shippers the privilege of 
stopping their cotton off in Atlanta, 
warehousing it at the lowest possible 
insurance and storage rates, and Te- 
shipping it on to Georgia or Carolina 
mills on a through rate. This obviates 
the necessity of any back haul. The 
same thing applies to exports through 
the South Atlantic ports.” 

Several years ago Mr. Candler. Sr.. 
had the foresight to see that some day 
Atlanta would become a great cotton 
market, and he built immense ware- 
houses in Atlanta of concrete and 
steel, covering an area of 45 acres, 
which are considered among the finest 
warehouses in the south. 

Speaking on this subject, Mr. Can- 
dler said that the New York cotton 
trade and other cotton merchants have 
expressed themselves as being disap- 
pointed when the Georgia legislature 
did not legalize trading in futures in 
the state of Georgia, as Texas did 
last year; that if it had, Atlanta 
would now probably be a delivery 
point for New York cotton which 
would have resulted in great benefit, 
not only to Atlanta, but to Georgia as 
a whole and the entire southeast. 

“While we now have 50,000 bales 
of cotton here in Atlanta, we have 
storage space for 500,000 bales,” said 
Mr. Candler. “Centrally located as 
Atlanta is, and with eight railroad 
trunk lines running in and out, At- 
lanta would seem to be a natural de- 
livery point. It is the belief of cot- 
ton men generally that the Georgia 
legislature, recognizing the advantages 
offered in making Georgia a delivery 
point, will change existing laws on 
future trading at its next regular ses- 
sion.

The Day in Finance 


New Buying Power In Stock 
Market Is Being Restricted 
By Existing High Level of 
Brokers’ Loans Is Belief. 


New York, December 10.—Today’s 
news developments wer. again on the 
constructive side of the stock market. 
But the stock market again acted as 
if it were tired. Undoubtedly a great 
deal of the favorable news of the past 
few months has been discounted stock 
market-wise. Undoubtedly there is 
more good news coming. But new buy- 
ing power in the stock market is be- 
ing restricted by the existing high 
level of brokers’ loans, many of the 
houses representing the big outside 
public now having loans at the highest 
level in their history. 


An increase of no less than 472,000 
tons was reported today by the United 
States Steel corporation in its monthly 
statement of .unfilled orders as of 
November a0. The long expected in- 
crease in Southern Railway's dividend 
from five to seven percent was an- 
nounced. Mobile and Ohio declared 
an extra $3 dividend in addition to 
its regular semi-annual payment of 
$3.50. President Franklin, of the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine, return- 
ing from abroad on the Homeric stated 
that because of unsettled conditions 
abroad the 1925 earnings of his com- 
pany would not be as good as those for 
1924, but he predicted that 1926 
would be better than 1925. For 1924 
there was a deficit after fixed chargeg 
of $2,387,000 against a deficit for 

923 of $2,551,000 and one for 1922 
of $2,408,000. For 1921 there was a 
surplus over the cumulative preferred 
dividend of $1.517,000. Up to the 
beginning of this year the accumu- 
lated dividends on the preferred stock 
were 55 1-2 percent. 


In announcing the increase in the 
Southern railway dividend President 
Harrison said that the increase was 
justified and that it was the point at 
which the management had been aim- 
ing. As to the future he said: 


“As to next year, I cannot look 
ahead more than six months. But for 
that period there is every indication 
that the present level of traffic will 
be maintained.” 


Southern Railway advanced imme- 

iately after the news of the increase 
in the dividend a point to 117 3-4. At 
that price the income return on a 
qyper cent stock is a very small frac- 
tion under 6 per cent. 


One of today’s interesting news de- 
velopments is found in the annual 
report of the I. C. C. in which econ- 
gress is asked to relieve the commis- 
sion from carrying out the consolida- 
tion of the railroads of the country 
into a limited number of systems or- 
dered by congress in the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 which also stated that 
only such voluntary mergers should 
be approved as would be “in harmony 
with and in furtherance of the com- 
plete plan of consolidation.” In addi- 
tion to asking that the compulsory 
merger law be repealed the commission 
asked for power to pass on volun- 
tary railway mergérs. This cl y 
indicates that the commission hasGefi- 
nitely made up its mind against the 
compulscry railroad mergers favored 
by congress under the Cummins act 
of 1920 and has come out strongly 
in favor of voluntary mergers along 


lines of the proposed Nickel Plate mer- 
ger. This is exactly what raiiroad of- 
ficials and V/all street has been hop- 
ing that the comission would do and 
it is what President Coolidge récum- 
mended in his message to congress 
early this week without going into 
details. 

On the unfavorable side of today’s 
stock market picture there was a re- 
duction in the price of copper. A 
couple days ago lead prices were cut. 
These price reductions indicate an 
over-bonght condition. Another piece 
of news which speculative Wall street 
did not like came from Detroit show- 
ing a decline in industrial empley- 
ment there of 1,563 to 262,658. This 
means that there has been a deciine 
of 6,218 from the recent high. How: 
ever, the figures are now 65,461 !ar- 
ger than this time last year and 65,- 
324 larger than the beginning of this 
year. 

Money was plentiful today with the 
renewal rate 5 per cent. Off tke 
stock exchange where loans were made 
direct between brokers and the banks 
the rate was below 5 per cent. 

A stock exchange seat sold today 
for $147,000. This is considerasly 
higher than the new high established 
only a few months ago but wader the 
$152,000 touched only a few weeks 
ago. It shows that Wall street is 
not as bullish on the stock market 
as it was. 

Holders of Boston and Maine stock 
who are turning in a proportion of 
their stock instead of buying the re- 
quired proportion of new 7 per cent 
preferred stock are making a big mis- 
take in the opinion of some Wall street 
people who are buying Boston and 
Maine in the open market, believing 
in the future of the company.  Bos- 
ton and Maine is going through a 
financial reorganization. As there is 
no foreclosure or sale of property the 
reorganization is entirely voluntary cn 
the part of the bond and stock holders. 
Arrangements have been made for hav- 
ing bonds maturing within the next 
few years extended. Holders of the 
five classes of first preferred s‘ock, 
second preferred stock and common 
stock are asked to subscribe to new 
7 per cent cumulative preferred stock 
at par to raise $13,000, new work- 
ing capital or else surrender part of° 
their old stock. For example, holders 
of the common stock are asked to 
either buy $20 worth of new 7 per 
cent cumulative preferred stock for 
each share of old stock owned or else 
surrender 32 per cent of the old stock 
owned. 

It is understood that thousands of 
small investors throughout New Eng- 
land, including many ‘widows and 
orphans,” who can not afford to pay 
the requested assessment, are turning 
in the requested amount of old stock. 
What is thus being lost by the small 
uninformed stockholders is going to 
the syndicate underwriting the offer- 
ing of new stoek and to the people 
also who are now buying Boston and 
Maine in the open market. It is un- 
derstood that well-informed Wall 
street men have already acquired a 
very large block of Boston and Maine, 
B. M. Baruch being among the pur- 
chasers.

Pos- 
sessed of both strategy and statecraft, 
Reza Khan rose from the humble sta- 
tion of groom and, later, trooper in 
the Persian Cossacks to the position 
of dictator. He came into prominence 
in 1921, when he head a revolt 
which overthrew the government. 
Then he became war minister and, in 
1923, premier of Persia. He declared 
himself in favor of a republic, but 
after his coup which ousted the Kajar 
dynasty, he suddenly changed his mind 
and declared his intention of becoming 
monarch. 

Meanwhile, the deposed shah is in 
Paris, with occasional trips to the 
Riviera. In a pronouncement issued 
from his apartment in a Paris hotel 
recently, he declared: 

“IT am, and I remain, the legiti- 
mate and constitutional sovereign of 
Persia, and I await the hour to re- 
turn to my country to continue to 
serve my people.”
